S u n d ay School Union work, and ii 
does not get any too much credit 
from t h e outside work. 
Tt is often 
criticised by other religious ag en cies 
but it is always on the job, and I do 
not know of any other agency that is 
doing as much, or half as much, to 
alleviate th e great spiritual 
deartn 
th at we know exists in th e rural dis­ 
tricts. 
Our efforts in behalf of these pen 
pie whom we are aim ing to serve is 
not w ith o u t due appreciation. 
Two 
th ings we are absolutely sure of: one 
th a t the field is there, the other th a t 
tile need' is there, and a large s h a r e 
cf th e credit for w h a t th e Society, 
and 
myself as a 
missionary 
have 
been a b le to accomplish in behalf of 
the children in these neglected com­ 
munities, belongs to you who have 
so generously and 
cheerfully con­ 
t rib u te d to this work. 
The following is a report of my 
w ork from March 1st. 1923 to March 
.list, 1924: 
I h a v e organized five new schools, 
w ith seventeen teachers and officers 
and 
155 
pupils 
and 
re-organized 
th ree oth ers with 
twelve 
teachers 
and officers and one hundred pupils. 
I have made 49 visits to of he.' 
schools th a t run continuously, b r in g ­ 
in g me in touch with 153 teachers 
and officers and 1,560 children a n i 
adults. 
A nother fea ture of our work is the 
conducting 
of 
group 
gatherings, 
w here we get as many of our S u n ­ 
day Schools as possible to g ath er at 
some central point for an all-day ser­ 
vice, for which a special program is 
arranged, each school ta k in g part. 
S unday School methods and pro­ 
blems are discussed 
and 
inspiring 
addresses given by local and prom i­ 
nent Sunday School workers. 
Four 
of these g atherings were held on my 
field 
last 
year, 
tw en ty 
S u n d ay- 
Schools 
ta k in g 
part. 
At 
each 
of 
these gatherin g, which were held in 
th e open country, from 150 to 30 9 
children and adults were present. 
D uring the year I gave 7 7 sermons 
and addresses, visited 468 families, 
eleven persons professed conversions. 
4.284 
miles were traveled. 
I was 
called upon. to conduct a n u m b e r of 
funerals. 
I distributed in the home 
much religious literature a n d ,m a n y 
Bibles.

President and brothers all: 
It is 
needless for me to say t h a t I a p p re­ 
ciate the opportunity extended 
at 
this time to once again inflict my 
natura l weakness upon you, a w eak ­ 
ness which since my admission to 
Rotary is gradually being brought 
under control; I refer to the preva­ 
lent disease of ta lk in g 
excessively 
and ac ting very sparingly. 
The need 
today is for less talkey. talkey, and 
more 
workey, 
workey; 
however, 
words have a trem endous influence 
as a recent writer well realized when 
his pen left this record: 
“ Tip? words of diplom ats ,” 
wrote 
this man, "have spilled the blood of 
millions.” 
The book of books 
de­ 
clares that we should be very sparing 
with our words, for it advises u h to 
let our yea be yea and our nay be 
nay, but, seeing th a t this week is 
known in Rotary

“ Anniversary 
Week of Rotary In te rn atio n a l” and 
that our Internatio nal President, (’.ny 
Gundaker, desires t h a t all clubs fit­ 
tingly observe the same, your com­ 
mittee has given me full liberty to go 
the limit, which, under all these fav­ 
orable circumstances I propose to do. 
I am not iii a position to g u a r a n ­ 
tee the results of this effort as did 
the son of a certain clergyman who 
was wonderfully impressed of

“ You bet,” said the loyal yo u n g ­ 
ster, “ my Pa can preach, for every 
time my Pa preaches it taxes six 
men to collect the money.” 
To set 
your pocketbooks at rest, I take the 
liberty of anouncing tha t there is 
to lie no collection at the close of 
this address. 
Those of you who a r e married men, 
understand fully what a responsibil­ 
ity rests upon you when called upon 
to name the baby; an equal responsi­ 
bility rested upon me in finding a 
fitting name for this literary in fant 
and I sincerely hope th at the g r a n d ­ 
mas and grandpas present will ap ­ 
prove of the title: 
“ The Clarion 
Call.” 
This call is now 
being 
relayed 
around the world and is described in 
the words which form the keynote of 
the 19th anniversary of “ Rotary In­ 
te rnationa l,” namely: “ the advance­ 
ment of understandin g, good-will and 
international peace th rough the fel­ 
lowship of men who put service above 
self.” 
As a general rule all great develop­ 
ments have their beginnings 
in 
a 
small way. 
The Master illustrated 
this tru th when He said: 
“ W hereunto shall we 
liken 
the 
Kingdom of God? or with w hat com­ 
parison shall we compare it? 
It is 
like a grain of mustard seed, which, 
when it is sown in the earth, is less 
th a n all the seeds that be in the 
ea rth ; but when it is sown, it grow- 
eth up, and becometh greater than 
ail h(*rbs and shooteth 
out 
great 
branches; so th a t the fowls of the 
air may lodge under the shadow of 
it.” 
Thus did Rotary s ta rt in the 
city of Chicago on the 23rd day of 
February, 1905, apparently as 
in ­ 
significant as a grain of 
mustard 
seed, but it baa shot 
out 
great 


branches under whose shadows, at 
the present time, over ninety thous­ 
and men throughout the world, are 
learnin g by word and deed. ilia! the 
greatest are those who serve m a n ­ 
kind the best. 
So potent for fellow­ 
ship and right u n d erstanding 
has 
this organization become, that in re­ 
sponse to an invitation 
from 
the j 
germ d u b . Chicago No. I. tip' Pre si- j 
dent of these United States, on the 
eve of our nin eteenth anniversary, I 
has expressed himself as being most 
happy to send, via telephone, tele- j 
graph, cable and radio, a 
message j 
th roughout the world 
e m p h a s i z in g 1 
the value and need of doing all in 
our power to advance understanding, 
good-will and peace am ong all poo 
plea. 
The wildest dreamer, 
the 
most 
sanguine prophet, could scarcely have 
hoped for such development of 
an 
ideal in the short apace of nineteen J 
years, but we have 
been 
assured ■ 
that, possessing real faith, we can I 
move mountains, and without doubt, 
a living working faith in the princi 
pies for which 
tins 
organization 
stands is doing much to remove the 
mountains of prejudice 
and 
hate 
which have hold mon in bondage, lo 
these many centuries, and we 
are 
justly proud in the thought that the 
leadership of this republic, the b ir th ­ 
place of rotary, will, through 
the 
spoken word, reach the ears. and we 
hope and pray, also the hearts and: 
consciences, of the people 
of 
the 
world, influencing them to enlist in I 
tin* arm y of freedmen who put love 
before hate, “ Service above 
Self.” 
Such an ideal is a challenge that real 
red-blooded men can well be prom 
to call their own, for its horizon is 
bounded only by eternity, and the 
value thereof has been demonstrated 
in every land that bas given birt Ii to 
men and women who have endeavor­ 
ed to put this ideal in practice as did 
the “ F a th e r of Our C ou n try ’’ and tin* 
equally immortal Abraham Lincoln. 
Human n atu re is like* a clock that 
at regular intervals needs rewinding 
else it ceases to mark the hours; so 
we need the springs of our bettor 
selves tightened up that our slowing 
steps along the p a th w a y of real pro­ 
gress may regain their sprightliness, 
that our loyalty to a world wide vi­ 
sion may not be dimmed by the soot 
of competition and the filth of ii 
gotten gain. 
“ Loyalty,” wrote Josiah Sibley in 
his hook entitled ‘F a t b lin d e r s of the 
Soul Country,’ “ is a great word. 
It 
is synonymous with the noblest ele­ 
ments of the soul. 
It is expressive, 
not of fleeting sentimentalism, but of 
tile h e a r t ’s devotion which Is true 
('veil unto the utermost. 
lf ambition 
drags forward the chariot of 
pro­ 
gress, loyalty, like books 
of 
steel, 
holds the fluking axle tree in place 
through all the dust and turmoil of 
its career. 
If reason and n e c e s s it y 
decree that which 
must 
b e done, 
loyalty with triu m p h a n t spirit am 
patient 
tread 
w'ijl 
march 
forward 
unshod, even though the roadway lie 
covered with molten iron and strewn 
w ith broken glass.” 
There is need for us to stir up our 
fires of enthusiasm, for there is no 
irguinent necessary to convince u 
of the worth whiteness of the prim 
ciples upon which rotary is founded, 
however, i: is somewhat of a shock 
to read tin- recent report issued by 
the Chicago Rotary club that it had. 
for 
non-atenda rn o, 
autom atically 
dropped from membership In 
that 
club HO of its members, the raid 
n um ber including four 
past 
presi 
d e n ts and one director. 
Rotary Is a ship of progress that 
must go forward, therefore, barnacles 
hitched to its broad sides simply for 
tile jo y of the r id e , must be sc r a p e d 
off lest they retard the onward inov< 
rnent. 
Every rotarian knows that 
one of our basic rules provides for 
regular attendance, without 
which 
individual interest is hound to wane 
and collective results bound to under 
shoot the mark. 
The clarion call comes for loyal 
men to stand by the flag of “ justice 
to all and malice to none.” 
We are 
living, as even the casual student of 
in ternationa l affairs knows, in a day 
and ago w'hen. over night, the tide in 
any land may be turned from th at of 
progression to th at of retrogression. 
To prevent such a disaster, the rotar 
ians of the world have no mean part 
to play, for, in the words of holy 
writ: “ we fight not a g a in s t flesh and 
blood, but against principalities and 
powers against spiritual wickedness 
In high places.” 
Perhaps, in true American fashion, 
we are boastful of the fact that to­ 
day the nations of th e earth must 
knock upon the doors of our gold 
reserve arid crave from us a few g lit­ 
te ring crumbs th a t m ayhap will fall 
from our sumptuous table. 
Our real 
riches, however, consist not of p e r­ 
ishable metal but of men and women 
fashioned in th e crucible of service 
which knows no distinction of race, 
creed, "or previous condition of ser­ 
vitude.”

TIU; D i s p a t c h has iii ready favored the univerHal conacrip- 
tion plan as advocated by the late President Harding and ap­ 
proved of by many Am erican Legion men. 
The more the subject 
is discussed the more popular has become the Harding suggestion 
that in tim e of war the governm ent should adopt a universal con­ 
scription policy. 
The more it is studied the more it appears to 
be the only just plan as between man and man and as between 
individuals who give their services and individuals who are to 
give the use of their cap ital 
The man who is conscripted for service on the battle front 
receives $30 per month and subsistence. 
He is not only required 
to perform far more arduous labors than a civilian worker but 
m ust endure the dangers to life and limb and the hardships of 
exposure to all sorts of weather and ofttim es prolonged hunger. 
The man who serves in the m ilitary branch of the governm ent 
has no choice in the m atter. 
He goes w h ere'he is told, when he is 
told and perform s the duties assigned him without question, under 
penalty for treason in case of refusal. 
It would seem that if one man can lie compelled to perform 
such services as that for $30 per month and subsistence, no other 
citizen would reasonably refuse to perform other necessary serv­ 
ices amid the com forts and th* safety of dom estic activities for a 
sim ilar com pensation. The man who would refuse should be given 
Hie alternative o f go fog to the front and standing shoulder to 
shoulder with the man on the (Iring line. 
But ii was not tin1 Harding proposal that there should Im 
conscription of personal services ontyv 
President Harding de­ 
clared him self in favor of the conscription o f all services, all in­ 
dustries and all capita). 
He would draft a captain of industry 
exactly as he would draft t h e laboring man. 
Ile would assign the 
captain of industry to the place where he could render the most 
valuable s e r v ic e just as h<- would assign tohe laboring man. 
He 
would place a limit upon the earnings of the captain of industry 
so that as long as the emergency existed he would be prevented 
from reaping undue profits. 
The Harding plan would conscript 
capital so thai in time of war no exorbitant rates of interest could 
be charged and, therefore, no inflation of values could take place. 
Since w ages could not he inflated, as they w ere during the world 
war, there would bt* no inflation of costs of production, no in­ 
crease in the cost ol living, no reason for increase in com pensation 
in any line of industry. 


THE NEW HOTEL PROPOSITION 


THE new hotel proposition has emerged from the nebulous 
vision to som ething approaching the beginning of reality when 
S. A. Sodini, M inneapolis hotel man, placed $20,000 in Liberty 
bonds on the table before Con O’Brien, chairman of the Chamber 
o f Commerce hotel comm ittee, as a start for the new hotel, aru 
asked him pointblank what the citizens of Brainerd intended to 
do. The Sodini interest in this hotel project in Brainerd will lapse 
m idnight, Saturday, April 12, if no cooperation is shown by 
Brainerd. 
Con O’Brien on Saturday promptly wrote out his check for 
.$500 as a donation to the hotel cause. 
Steps were then taken to 
appoint com m ittees on solicitation to see if Brainerd can raise the 
$30,000 necessary as its end of the hotel project and the mass 
m eeting was called for Monday m orning at the Chamber of Com 
merce. 
Mr. Sodini brought out this point. 
Ile does not expect to 
take business from other hotels established. 
In order to make his 
venture successful hi* must create and retain new business. 
His 
various, hotel connections, St. Paul, M inneapolis, St. Louis anc 
other large centers will be used to start business and divert it to 
Brainerd. 
Tourists and commercial men are expected to be 
brought in large numbers to this section.

Ac* ORDING to t h e Kansas Industrialist, the K ansas State A g­ 
ricultural College is sponsoring an organization, m em bership in 
which is restricted to those farm ers who shall grow IOO bushels 
or more of potatoes on an acre of land.

States, or any other sub-station, lose 
Its energizing qualifies. 
This seems 
to be a very simple and axiomatic 
truth, but, after all these ages, we 
have af last. readied only the dawn 
of its realization. 
Thank God that 
even In this late day, the sun of un­ 
derstanding and good-will has pass­ 
ed. by a slight, margin, the horizr n 
of international understanding and 
ir warming the hearts and consci­ 
ences of men as never before since 
the dawn of history. 
Truly 
our 
young men have cause 
to 
dream 
dreams and our old men to see vi­ 
sions. 
One of these dreams is the 
abolishment of war, for most ansar 
rdly no nation eau cultivate under­ 
standing and good will among men 
ami at one and the same time engage 
in an ogre of manufacture 
of 
en­ 
gines of destruction; for such a na 
Hon will by the eternal laws of pro­ 
gress ultimately find itself in the po­ 
sition in which Lady Macbeth found 
herself when she exclaimed: 
“Out, damned spot, out, 
I 
say! 
What, will these hands neer he clean? 
Here’s the smell of the blood still; 
all the perfumes of Arabia will not 
sweeten this little hand." 
But what in her case all the wash­ 
ings and almoin talents failed to ac­ 
complish. tho ointment of good-will 
among men will do for the world if 
this box of precious helpfulness is 
spilled over the earth for the heal­ 
ing. purifying and uplifting of the 
nations. 
Lives there a rotarian with. soul 
so dead as not to be aroused ti1 ac­ 
tion in a cause so noble, an opportun­ 
ity so far-reaching, an 
investment 
holding out such eternal 
reward? 
Shall we, who are pledged to these 
efforts, content ourselves by standing 
on the sidelines as the conflict be­ 
tween love and bate is waged before 
our drooping eyes? 
Brothers, unless 
we bend every effort to make oper­ 
ative the ideals which we profess, the 
day will come when the historian will 
be forced to record thai in the golden 
age of possibility, the peoples of the 
United States failed in their duty to 
the world. 
T Ii is nation conceived and dedicat­ 
ed as it was by some of the noblest 
of e a r t h ’s kind, at this very 
hour 
stands upon the threshold of tile most 
glorious opportunity ever offered to 
leaders of men, and it can grasp t Hat 
opportunity only as we individually, 
the component parts of tills common­ 
wealth, take hold, and by voice and 
act declare to all ages, that we, as 
heretofor, pledge our fortunes and* 
our sacred honor to bring to birth 
the era when 
world 
brotherhood 
shall be an actuality rather than a 
slogan. 
In this effort all unselfish 
men are enlisted, and, as it is wit' 
out doubt acording to right princi­ 
ples, then ultimately it must 
pre­ 
vail. 
The privilege comes 
to 
us, 
who enjoy rich blessings dearly pur­ 
chased, to do our full share in the 
cause of international understanding 
and good-will, that the escutcheon of 
our ideals may ever remain unsullied. 
The task is certainly not an easy one. 
for the ideal is high; nor are we to 
believe that its ultimate adoption is

bank, who is recovering from an i'l- 
nesb of several week's duration.
